THE WORLD OF THE WILDFOLK 

AS DESCRIBED BY 

MR. SCOVILLE. 



Xarberth was very fortunate to se- 
cure Mr. Samuel Scoville to talk on his 
favorite subject at the Woman's Club 
on Tuesday. Mr. Scoville lives in two 
worlds — the world of law and the world 
of nature. He scarcely touched on 
man's law, but described the laws of 
birds, flowers, and snakes as a most 
fascinating study. Mr. Scoville claim- 
ed that the joy of life as found in the 
open is not what we know as content- 
ment or pleasure, but a something that 
the Greeks had and that children have. 

Just to touch upon some of his de- 
scriptions (if the birds, it was interest- 
ing to note that our third smallest bird, 
the winter wren, sings with throbbing, 
glassy, dancing notes, and is a most 
polite little fellow, for when being ob- 
served he makes a courtesy before fly- 
ing away. The hermit thrush (which 
can be distinguished by his red tail) 
has a voice of high pitch, sounding like 
chiming bells, which soars higher and 
higher until it is beyond the hearing 
of the human ear. 

The wooing song of the American 
bittern is not made under wafer, as is 
generally supposed, for the bird first

Some definite action should he taken 
to curb the ever-increasing nuisance of 
wild dogs and cats in Nnrbcrth. 

The danger from the packs of own- 
erless or apparently ownerless dogs in 
the summer tinio is apparent. Large 
numbers of unmuzzled dogs will he a 
menace to the children of the com- 
munity, and there is not much time in 
which to organize a campaign against 
them. 

Within a month, tho great influx of 
our migratory and resident birds will 
take place, and Nnrbcrth will receive 
its quota of nesting birds. The great- 
est menace to the lives of the young 
birds is the pat, and no more effective 
means of barring our welcome wild 
"bird visitors can be found than to tol- 
erate tho presence of these stray cats. 

It is the duty of each pet fancier 
to controlhis own dog or cat, and to 
assist in exterminating the overflow. 



Tho Narberth Co-operative Observer 
of the Weather Bureau sends us the 
following:

The temperature excess from Janu- 
ary 1 of the present year to March 21 
amounts to 606 degrees, while the ex- 
cess since March 1 amounts to 335 de- 
grees. 

These temperature figures are the 
highest for March since observations 
were started at Narberth. 



THE AUTOMOBILE SPEEDER 



All over the country police forces 
are getting after automobile speeders. 
Yet the speeding keeps infecting 
more men. More than 40,000 people 
were arraigned in the traffic court of 
New York City for this offense last 
year. Whenever a sincere effort is 
made to enforce automobile regulations 
similar reports come in. 

The speed manic affects many peo- 
ple who usually are courteous and con- 
siderate. Many of them have no eye 
for distance and have no conception 
of their rate of speed. The figures 
on their whirling speedometers mean 
nothing to them. 

Fining never will stop these fel- 
lows, so far as experience in Pennsyl- 
vania goes to show. Forbid them from 
driving cars on the street for a long 
period and they will reflect on the un- 
popularity of their course. 



FLY CAMPAIGN OPENED 



"KILL FLIES and SAVE LIVES," 
was the slogan adopted by representa- 
tives from twelve of the fifteen local- 
ities along the Main Line organized to 
eliminate the fly from that section this 
summer. 

Banded together for a stimultaneous 
fly and mosquito campaign, representa- 
tives from organizations in twelve Main 
Line towns met in the office of the 
Suburban Association to formulate 
plans for the campaign. 

It was decided to open the campaign 
Holiday, April 4th, with a determined 
effort to wipe out the breeding places 
of the fly and prevent him from getting 
a start. 

Swatters and fly traps will be in- 
cidental, because it is expected that 
they will only be needed to catch the 
stray Hies that may be carried into the 
section by trucks or by very strong 
winds. Tho committee of women in 
each locality are determined that the 
lly shall not get a start. 

The committees of each locality will 
organize viligant committees. The 
committees will solicit the help of tho 
Boy Scouts and the Girl Scouts to 
locate all stables. These will be charted 
and then the Boards of Health will be 
asked to enforce their regulations so 
as to prevent any stable from becoming 
a breeding place for ilies. Dr. Wm. C. 
Miller, of the State Department of 
Health, states that ninety per cent, of 
the Hies breed in stables. 

More babies die during the summer, 
says Dr. .Miller, because of the fly, and 
if ilies are destroyed, it means the sav- 
ing of thousands of babies' lives. 

Everybody will be asked to clean up 
their back- yards, because it is found 
that flies lay their eggs on wet paper, 
and mosquitoes breed in old tin cans. 

The storekeepers will be asked to 
protect their food from flics by screens.

This will mean a solid front from Bala-

committees hope everyone will join in 

the battle and rid this section of tho 

greatest disease carrier known to 

science.

AMENDMENTS TO CIVIC ASSO- 
CIATION CONSTITUTION. 



The constitution of tlio Narberth 
Civic Association lias served since its 
adoption until the present time as 
originally written. 

Conditions, however, have changed 
so that, several amendments seem neces- 
sarj' in order that the organization may 
better function under conditions as 
they are found today. 

The original constitution did not 
provide for non-resident members, and 
as the borough as a community has 
spread over its boundaries it is desir- 
able that such provision be made. 

It is also desirailile that members 
who have been active in the past shall 
keep in touch with the association 
through an honorary membership. 

One amendment provides for 12 
Directors, .4 to serve for 3 years, 4 for 
2 vears and 4 for 1 year, instead of 
the 18 Directors elected in 1020. 

Regular meetings of the Board of 
Directors are to be hold at least once 
each month, except during the months 
of July and August. 

An "Order of Business" for Direct- 
ors' meetings has been included as an 
additional section. 

According to the old constitution a 
bulletin board was used on which to 
post notice of meetings, which answer- 
ed the purpose in the Xarberth of 1013 
and 1014, but written notices are more 
in keeping with the present time and a 
greater Narberth. 

Notice of these amendments, which 
are to be proposed at the annual meet- 
ing on March Hist, have been mailed 
to all voting mem'bers.

The Philadelphia So Western Railway 
Company has completed plans for the 
removal of thousands of tons of stone 
and rock from the cliff overhanging the 
tracks of the railroad south of the Gulf 
Mills station.

if the plans now under way arc to be 
consummated. 

"As is known, your Board has made 
a number of requests for co-operation 
of the members in the performance of 
the physical work necessary to trans- 
form tho grounds acquired into suitable 
tennis courts. This work was begun in 
the late fall of 1H20, and it will be 
prosecuted vigorously this spring. Your 
Board estimates that the saving in la- 
bor costs so far effected has approxi- 
mated $400. Due to the still uncertain 
condition of labor in its contractual re- 
lations, your Board has been forced to 
base its estimates for the coming year 
upon the expectation that volunteer la- 
bor would be available in sufficient 
numbers to do the work. Your Board 
feels that it cannot loo strongly put the 
case before the Association. To hire 
the labor necessary to do the work will 
cost more than the Association can af- 
ford. The alternative would seem to 
bo tho selling of more certificates to 
the members. Briefly, as your Board 
views it, it is a case to the members of 
"work or buy." Your Board believes 
that once this fact is understood by the 
members, there will he a greater will- 
ingness to make the necessary personal 
sacrifice of time and social activities in 
order that the work may go forward as 
planned. 

"A'our Board has fixed the date of 
Saturday, Ainy 7, as that of the open- 
ing of the new grounds, and is par- 
ticularly anxious that that date be ob- 
served. 

" Tn conclusion your Board feels that 
it should formally express its deep 
sense of appreciation of the work done 
by the various Committees during the 
winter in farthering the work of the 
Association.
